of Columbia. 

WasnHincton, September 11.—The 
Cy OI the District of Columbia 
nomination Ol Cleveland and He tric 
crand pen ir demonstration te-} 
street parade democratic organizations 
and demecratie clubs from the country, meet- 
ing on the plaza in front of the city hall.

DEATHS IN NAPLES. 


The Unprecedented Ravages of the Cholera 
—The King Still in the City. 

Lonpon, September 11.—The situation in 
Naples continues of the most distressing char- 
acter. The dreadful epidemic increases hourly 
in its ravages. A feeling of the deepest gloom 
pervades the city. The misery oul suffering 
among the poor are simply appalling. King 
Humbert was yesterday prevented from visit- 
ing the poorer quarters of the city. 

Peports from the Pyrenees state that there 
were 21 deaths from cholera on Wednesday, 
including 14 very sudden deaths at Esiah. : 

In Naples, during the last twenty-four 
hours, ending at 9 o'clock this evening, thers 
have been 966 fresh cases and 328 deaths from 
cholera. Inthe province, for the same time, 
19 fresh cases and 14 deaths. In other parts

WESTERN FLOUR. 

The price of flour does not fall in the same 
proportion as wheat declines. The consum 
er pays for tlour almost as much as he paid 
when wheat was fifty per cent higher. Wheat 
bran sold for as much per pound during last 
spring asa farmer could get for his wheat, 
and there is not much difference now in the 
prices. 

Now why is this? We think there are sey- 
eral reasons to which it can be attributed. 
1, The large mill owners have a kind of pool- 
ing arrangement that limits the supply of 
the best grades of flour. 2. The public de- 
sires to use no other than the whitest flour. 
3. The improper handling of lower grades of 
country flour. 

It is not to be denied that the flour we use 
daily, made by the large roller mill process 
in the west, is whiter and prettier flour, than 
the old-fashioned bolted flour that, before 
the days of railroads, was supplied by mills 
in every section in our state. Butis it any 
better, and is it as healthy? These questions 
are not necessary for us to discuss now. But 
it will be granted by every sensible man that 
the bolted flour isas good and as healthy. 
Whenever then the consumer begins to use 
the flour made at his own mills 
he will cut down the _ profits. of 
the large mills which want a monopoly 
of the business, and he will encourage the 
sales of his home mills. Let us take this 
county. How many men inquire when they 
purchase a sack or barrel of tlour, where it is 
made? Not onein a hundred, we can safely 
say. They send to their grocers, and almost 
every article of “the whitest’’ is composed of 
half talc or other foreign substance, and the 
country mills, with the best flour and 
healthiest, goes unsold, or must be dribbled
